He 
was born in Maquan.Xianyang city of Shaanxi 
province on April) Caledar). 19 1 6. He then in 1937. 
fomally became a pupil to the master.an old famous 
Monk Fucheng living in Purple Bamboo Forest of 
Zhongnan Mountain. For more Irian ten years hard 
Studying on many Buddhism scriptures and works 
on medicine, he had got a huge knowledge on 
Buddhism. lie had visited a lot of famous temples 
and eminent monks all over the country. In 1 953. he 
went to Guangji Temple in Beijing to visit Xuyun.a 
eminent monk in Jiangsu province. From 1 956 to 
I 958 . he studied further in Beijing Buddhist 
Philosophy Institute. After graduation till now , 
he acted as the host of Xingjiao Temple. During 
this period, he managed to rebuild a large quantity 
of pagodas by means ofcollecting donations, 
rescure and protect lots of important cultural 
relics. He himself took part in the repairing of 
Sanzang Pagoda, the foundation of the Hall of 
Inclining Buddhist, the rebuiding of Monk's 
dormitory and the beautification of gardens. His 
hard work on the development and prosperity of 
the Temple had contributed a lot to the reappearance 
of "Halls of Laws", "precision and solem" of the 
Temple in histoy.ln order to promote the Buddhism 
friendship and the communication of Buddhist 
culture with many other coutries in the world, he 
frequently visited at abrroad.He had got tens of 
thousands pupils of secular spreading at home and 
abroad. Today, as a 84-year-old monk, he is still very 
healthy so that he is able to deal with all kinds of 
things and activities in the Temple. He's now being 
praised and admired by all people knowing him 
regardless home or abroad. 
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The original name of Yuance was Wenya , and he 
was a grandson of King Xinluo .He got out for 
being taught when he was only 3. and began to be 
a worker at the age of 1 5. He was extremely clever, 
foreverthing he touched being never forgotton. lie 
had a excellent eloquence , and memorizing was 
also excellent. Because of that his understanding 
about theories of Weizong and Yujia was even 
better than Kuiji .He was a productive writer .and 
the work he scripted was 10 volumes Thcoriers of 
Wei zong, 1 volumes Mystey of Univers, Theories 
of Diamond Buddhism. Endurance and soon. His 
works had aesscntic influence upon Buddhism 
spreading to the east. 
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The writing name of Master Kuiji was Hongdao. 
family name Weitian. His ancestors were all 
officials and had a good reputation. With Father , 
Emperor-assistant .Zheng's helping , Kuiji began 
to read and memorize Buddhism when he was a 
child .With wide-learning and rich expericrce 
oft rani a ting, he translated lots of Buddha 
masterpiece to help Xuanzang, the most famous 
Buddhist at that time . Because of famous works 
and manuscripts, he was later given a name "the 
Host of I lundreds of Pieces". Kuiji was not only a 
genius translator, but a talent sculptor. A monk 
statue he carved had a auspicious high! and was 
worth watching .

II was recorded lhai on Jan.5th,664,Xuanzang,a great translator and monk who devoted all his life to spreading of Buddhism 
doctorin pined away in Yuhua Palace in Yijun.Shaanxi.On hearing the news. Empire Gaozong of Tang Dynasty cried out into tears 
with tremendous sadncss.So did hundreds of his diciples.Millions of people attended the great cercmory of his funeral. When it ended, 
even 30.000 people refused to leave. Sad atmosphere prevailed all over the country.Later Xuanzang was buried east of the Chan River 
on the White Deer Plateau, which was just opposite the empire's residence of Darning Palace. This always reminded Empire Gaozong 
of the sadness of losing such a great master. So in 669, Gaozong ordered the grave to be moved to the side ofShaoling Plateau on the 
northeast Fan River with glorious ceremony. Thus a tower with Xuanzang's remains was set up which was entitled "Xingjiao" by 
Empire Suzong which means to glurify the doctorin of Buddhism. A temple was also set up there with the same name. In the thousand 
years after, the temple was never lack of pilgrims. But unfortunately by the time of Qing Dynasty, all the architectures were distroyed 
by war except three towers. The rebuilding of the temple begain during the Republic of China (191 1-1949) and the work had being 
going on all these years with the money gathered by the managers of the temple as well as its diciples. It is especially during the 
management of Changming that the ancient temple was greatly enlarged with beautiful gardens added to it, which made the temple a 
very nice place to spend the free time of the south of the city. 

Famous Zi Eng Pagoda for its Three Pagodas in History 

The three pagodas .towering aloft in old cypresses, bamboo and flowers .beautifully and solemnly.arc still standing there like 
historical philosophers after more than 1 ,000 years since built up.The Preface of Holy Religion, written by Tang Taizong himself, 
made Xuanzang, a Master of the Law, steadily famous in history, as well as respected by all monks expounding Buddhist teachings in 
Nalantuo Temple. His famous works were so many and great that all monks respecting him at home and abroad rapt on coming here 
to visit him respectfully.The highest pagoda among them is Xuanzang Pagoda.also named as San Zang Pagoda, or even DaBianJue 
Pagoda for Zhongzong Tang had bestowed him a posthumous title as DaBianJue. It's 23 meters high, facing south.and standing north 
as an oldest brick-wood structured pagada.Thcre consecrates a clay statue of Xuanzang Master made in Qing Dynasty, with a purple- 
hem kasaya. a yellow monk shirt and a string of rosary around his neck. It's also a precious art treasure. And in the north wall of the 
pagoda.three sculptured T-he Preface of Pagoda Inscription of BigTang BianJuc SanZang .Xuanzang Mastcr.Apart from Xuanzang 
Pagoda . there still stand Kuiji Pagoda and Yuan -ce Pagoda in the left and the right.In pagodas .there similiary consecrates the two 
clay statues of the two Masters. They are both famous in history for their intelligence and great knowledge. The three pagodas has the 
great value not only of cultural relic .but also for studying the history of architecture. To the north of them, there's a small and solid 
hall with red pillars and pink walls of Da Bian Jue ,in which .there consectales the Buddha of Xuanzang Master going to the western 
beaven to acquire scripture. Meanwhile , there colleted Xungzang , Kuiji .Yuance Stone Buddhas , the pictures of the roads of 
acquiring scriptures, and Stone Buddhas of the Eighteen Buddhism Arhats.Li Dan .Xiaozong Tang .had bestewed the Pagoda 
inscribed board "Xingjiao". And Hu Zijin had written a poem describing the pagoda which said."Whitc pagodas .the moon moves , 
the shadow of hills: Spring pines .they sing .the sound of seas ."That's Zi Eng Pagoda .a renowned pagoda at home and abroad.

In the Hall for preaching the Buddhist doctrine, the copper Buddha of Maitrcya, 
made in Ming Dynasty, the three greatest western Masters, exquisitely sculptured with 
nanmu.are all precious art treasures .Especially the old copper Buddha consisted of a 
thousand little Buddhas around a post, made in Yuan Dynasty, has a unbelievable weight 
of 1,350 Kilogram. It's rare in the whloe world that there are scriptures of stone Buddha's 
warrior attendant set in the wall. Abouc all, there are still some pictures of Weituo and 
Bodhisattva draved in Ming and Qing Dynasty.Thc splendid Inclining Buddha Hall .with 
flying angles of piled roofs .carved beam and pictured ridge pole, in which hundreds of 
animals have different facial expressions and gcstures.has a splendid coloured gaze roof 
and brick-tiled floors in and out of the Hall. The inclining Buddha seems as serene ,easy, 
infinitely compassionate and merciful. What's more, it looks like a true and lively Buddha 
in the Hall for its vivid sculpture of wonderful workmanship excelling naturc.There are 
uncountable Buddhas in the Temple, 
which are so precise and lifelike as 
to be regarded as a superbness.The 
more precious is the three feeling 
Buddhism which were donated by 
Zhu Ziqiao.a lay Buddhist during 
Minguo Period .when he visited the 
tower, and also the Bariwenbiya 
Scripture, the tower of collecting 
scriptures .surrounded by old 
cypresses. cherry and bamboo is 
bright and splendid for the Hall, the 
red pillars and the corridors. A 
horizontal inscribed board of 
collecting scriptures, written by 

Shu Qian during Minguo Period .is now hung over the door. There are also enormorous 
other precious scriptures.including more than 1,000 Collecting Scriptures, handwritten 
copy scriptures of Tang .and filmed scriptures of modern times.

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The High status of the Ancient Temple of Xingjiao 

Xingjiao Temple is a famous Buddism temple near Chang'an . the 
ancient capital of Tang Dynasty, wiih beautiful and quiel sceneries, li 
tops all the temples in Xi'an lor this. It is the very place where the world 
-known Buddism scholar, travelar and translator Monk Xuanzang's 
remains was buried. For this reason the temple became the center as well 
as a bridge for Buddism culture in Asia and even the world and has a 
high status in the world's Buddhism culture. All these years it's a hole 
place for pilgrims in China and overseas. Even the VIPs of all kinds of 
historical period came here to salute the tower. Among them there are 
rvangYouwei.ZhuQiang.Kang Jiyao and ZhuZiyao of the late Qing 
Dynasty who donated lor it. the famous poets Gao Shi.Cenzen of the 
Tang Dynasty who made poems of it and in Minguo Period.Jiang Jicshi. 
Yang lluchen. Dai Jitao.Li Zongren and Fu Zuoyi who paid great attent- 
ion to it and had donated for the rebuilding of it. Since Liberation, the 
leaders of the PRC such as Primier Zhou , vice Primier C'henYi. have 
both come to inspect it. Soon afterward in 1962. the temple became one 
of the most important historical antifact protection unit. Even during the 
Culture Ivevelotion, it suffered far more less than other sites of historical 
interests Recently there's also quite a lot of VIPs who came to v isit it 
Among them.there are PRC leaders such as Wu BanggUO, /on Jiahua.L.i 
Tieying and Wang Guangying. VIPs of the culture and art field sucli as 
scriptwriter Tian I Ian. ami scholar Zheng Zhenduo. etc. The temple even 
had attracted quite a lot of Buddhists as well as non-Buddhists from 
Overseas. Nihelu. the foreign minister Qianda and the prince from India. 
Primer of Sri Lankan, the chairman of the democratic Republic of 
Victnan I lu Zhiming and vice chairman of the Southern National Alien 
of Vietnan Shidunhou had all came here to v isit and worship the tower. 
On the 1,300th aniversery of XuanZang's. people from all over the 
world Hooded in to participate the great ceremony, especially those who 
came from the eight countries of Southeast Asia (India, Burma. Nepal. 
Vietnan, Laos. Tailand, Sril.anka. Cambodia, etc) .who had formed a 
Buddhists delegation to worship the tower and take part in the ceremony 
on June 2Sth.l964. The politicians and Buddhist delegation also came to 
visit Frequently, among them there's head of Japanese Representative Dao 
Tianyi. In 1984 on the 1.320 aniversary ceremony of Xuanzang's . a great 
gathering was held, for 30 people from Yaoshi Temple in Japan holding 
the skule bone of Xuanzang's in a precious box traveled in China 
aceroding to the route by which Xuanzang had traveled to get the manu- 
scripts of Buddhism. I hat is the road in Gansu. Qinghai and Xinjiang 
Provinces in China. And at last when they came to Xijiao fcmplc.Monk 
Changming came out to the gate to welcome the remains of Xuan/;uig to 
place it in the Mahavira Hall for worshiping. In 1991, the Temple of 
Yaoshi in Japan donated 1.200.000 RMB to Xingjiao Temple to help it to 
buili the magnificent Hall of Inclining Buddha. Just in front of the hall a 
big tripod made of rare iron signifying the long lasting friendship betwe- 
en the two countries was placed there 1992 was the year when Sino- 
Japan relationship has been established for 20 ycacs. So Japan's Asia 
culture exchange committe gave Xingjiao Temple lour hunbred oriental 
cherry trees as a gift. Therefore a stone tablet was set up to memorize 
this event. On it the words "Sino-Japan Friendship Forever" was carved, 
which was written by ZhaoPuchu. On the opening ceremony of the 
Inclining Buddha Hall, about 350 Japanese Buddhists were there to 
witness it on Mar. 1 5. 1 994. Japanese artists had also performed there. It 
was really a great scene there. On June 30.199S Korean Buddhists 
Group donated a bell to the Temple when the tower was being rebuilt. 
For this reason a gathering was held between the Chinese and Korean 
Buddhists. Hongkong Buddhists are also among the frequent v isitors. 
During I9S5 —1995 the most famous HongKong Buddhist. Monk 
Shengyi have been here many times and the donation of his can be added 
to 10.000 RMB. Not only do those overseas people came to us frequently, 
but also we to overseas. The Manager of Xijiao Temple .Monk Shi 
Changming, permament director of China's Buddhists Commission has 
been visiting Japan, Korea.Tawain and Hongkang frequently to dev elope 
the friedship between Chinese Buddhists and overseas Buddhists.
